The Passengers and Crew Terribly Scalded 
by the Escaping Steam—Fire Adds te the 
Terrors of the Scene—The Sad Picture 
Presented atthe Cape Girardean Wharf 
—Rescuing the Women and Children—De- 
Jails of the Terrible Accident, 


éy Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
OaPp GIRARDEAU, Mo., October 6.—Yester- 
Way atSp. m., the towboat Eagle arrived at 
thislevee with a large number of dead and 
dying passengers and crew from the 
steamer La Mascotte. The Mascotte left 
here yesterday at 9 a. m. and landed at Neely’s 
abouti2m. On pulling out from there a flue 
collapsed. The concussion threw the first mate 
and first engineer overboard. The engineer 
was drowned. The mate reached shore by 
swimming, without injury. There were about 
twenty passengers on board, andall but one 
person was from this place. A short time 
after the explosion the boat was 
wrapped in flames ani burned to the water’s 
edge. Tha wisik flusted down stream and 
sank about one mile below near the Illinois 
shore. The wheel is the only part of 
her now thatisvisible. All books and papers 
were lost, so that itis not possible now to tell 
how many were lost among the passengers 
and crew. The Eagle was about a 
quarter of a mile below the Mascotte 
at the time of the explosion. The 
officers and crew »f the Mascotte unite in say- 
ing that the captata of the Eagle could have 
pushed the Mascotte to shore without en- 


dangering his boat, and that no lives would 
have been lost ex) sp: by the escaping steam. 
THA EXPLOSION 

spent its force directly backward into the 
éngine-room and orly the members of the 
crew and roustabouts suffered from the steam. 
Eleven roustabouts were 80 
verely scalded that their 
are completely denuded of skin 
and most of them will die. 
The second mate, deck hand, scrubber and 
carpenter are also very seriously burned. The 
mate and deck hand are dead and the carpen- 
ter will most likely die. The scene at 
the wharf as the boat landed 
here was the most pitiful sight 
ever witnessed, but physicians and citizens 

romptiy offered assistance, and are doing all 
nthelr power to §alicviate the sufferings of 
the wounded ones. Capt. Thompson is also 
looking after their welfare, and is doing allin 
his power for them.

The body of one of the chambermaids was 
also recovered and will be buried here to-day 
by the Coroner. 

RESCUING THE PASSENGERS. 

The stage plank of the Mascotte was thrown 
overboard, and ail the ladies and children 
in the cabin were put on it,as well as some 
of the men, but as it sank 
several slipped off in the water and 
were drowned. Those that stayed on the 
stage were rescued bya farmer trom the Lili- 
nois shore with a skiff. The skiff-man 
also rescued several that were swii- 
ming. Among... those rescued from 
the stage were Miss Lena bBuehrman, 
of St.Louis, who was badly burned by the fire 
while in the water. The pilots, J. J. Handlan 
and Hy Geareau, were in the pilot-house, 
and Geareau came down when he heard 
the explosion, supposing a steam pipe bad 
burst, but on seeing the fire he ran to the head 
of the stairs and commenced to throw life 
floats down to the passengers, commanding 
them to putthemon, Capt. Thompson, when 
he realized the boat was on fire tried to get to 
the life boat, put was deterred by fire. 

Roy Perkins the first clerk is supposed to have 
sacrificed his life in trying to save the money 
of the boat as he jumped off of the forecastie 
with a life Moat and swam ashorttime before

The Indian Fighter Talks Out in Meetin’— 
Effect of the Surrender. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. * 
ALBUEQURQUE, N. M., October 6.—Gen. Miles 
was asked yesterday by a representative 
Democrat what he thoughtof the published 
statements or bulletins assumed to have been 
written upon official inforthation furnished at 
the War Department as to his capture of 


Geromimo. ‘Those reports,’’ replied Gen. 
Miles, ‘‘emanate from the brain of some Un- 
scrupulous and envious person whose object 
appears to be to distort truth with the inten- 
tion of injuring me, regardless of the just 
praise due the troops for, their 
extraordinary services in achieving a perma- 
nent peace in the Southwest. Many state- 
ments are entirely devoid of truth. Otbers are 
weak arguments and labored theories. The 
pretense that the surrender of Geronimo 
and other hostiles was other than 
the result of and  ardu- 
ous operations troops in 
the fleld is simply childish. One might imag- 
ine reading some statements that red-handed 
Apaches have ali summer been trying to get 
up cheap rate excursions to thé yellow fever 
districts of Florida. Surely no intelligent man 
would believe that Apaches who have been 
roaming over this mountainous region for 
generations, masters of the situa- 
tion, would have thrown down 
their arms, surrendered their liberty, accepted 
perpetual banishment from their native coun- 
try, placed themselves and their families at 
the mercy of the government, unless they had 
been subjected by military forces. The mild- 
est punishment evidently in store for them far 
exceeds in severity that ever before inflicted 
upon any{body of Indians in this country.’’

THE ENGLISH GOVERNMENT TO ADOPT 
STERNER MEASURES FOR IRELAND. 


Suppression of the National Land League De- 
manded—Ghurohill’s Visit to Berlin—- 
Kaulbars’ Action at Sofia—The Bulgarian 
Muddle Reaching a Crisis—Condemned 
Spanish Revolutionists Pardoned—Hanlan 
Accepts Ross’ Challenge—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, October 6.—There are several small 
but significant signs this morning in quar- 
tera through which the Government intentions 
have been leaking lately. The recent atrocious 
outrages in Kerry are causing the authorities 
to prepare for the adoption of sternér meas- 
ures, which they have been anticipating. The 
Times says it is time to ask whether the coun- 
try will tolerate open defiance of the element- 
ary principles of civilized order. ‘'A heavy 
responsibility will rest onthose, whoever they 
may be, who will refuse to the executive 
powers known, by experience, to be 
effectual for putting an end to 
this shocking scandal.'’ The Morning Post 
says: ‘‘The Land League, whose successor the 
National League is, was suppressed by Lord 
Cowper. We never have been able to under- 
stand why ic has not been similarly dealt 
with by some one of his successors. 
It is hopeless to expect the return of order 
and security and of the commonest rights of 
citizenship until this association is sup- 
pressed.’’ These two utterances are, no 
doubt, inspired by hints of an extension of 
the Irish policy. 

THE BULGARIAN MUDDLB. 

In well informed quarters it is believed that 
matters have almost reached acrisis, Either 
Kaulbars has played his part with such com- 
plete want of tact and foresight as have 
actually precipitated the yery trouble he was 
sent to avoid, or else he is acting under secret 
instructions from St. Petersburg. He has 
been deliberately provoking the excitable 
Bulgarian populace to commit either a per- 
sonal or diplomatic outrage. Whichever of 
these explanations is true, the situation 
is equally critical, particularly so on account 
of the determined attitude of the Bulgarian 
Assembly. Churchill’s visit to Berlin is being 
watched with great curiosity. 

Gen. Willoughby, the Malagassy Command- 
er-in-chief and Ambassador, informs me, be- 
sides presents from the Queen, he has a 
valuable gift destined for Cleveland, which he 
proposes to hand to Minister Phelps.

RUSSIAN OPINJON OF ENGLAND'S POLICY. 

ST. PETERSBURG, October 6.—The Journal 
de St. Petersbourg commenting on the British 
foreign policy as outlined by Lord Randolph 
Churchill in his speech last Saturday says: 
‘*‘Lord Randolph Churchill’s speech tnay en- 
courage the Lrish-Hindoos, or, if English 
solitude for oppressed people is only 
an article for export, it may be an 
adxantage in Egypt. England’s presentin- 
terests in the union ofthetwo Bulgarias is as 
strange a commentary on Lord Beaconsfield’s 
action in gutting the principality in two: 
Greece willthink England’s tenderness tow- 
ard the Balkan States must be  inter- 
mitted and not general, The Sultan will 
find difficulty in reconciling Lord 
tandolph Churchill’s policy with Tory solici- 
tude for the integrity of Turkey. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill’s distinction between the 
peaceable and aggressive powers is very orig- 
inal. What power a year ago 
provoked revolution and war Ta 
the Balkans? Which powers stifled the 
germs of a conflagration? England having 
resolved to maintain the entente cordiale 
as to peaceably settle all the international 
difficulties, the Journal hopes she will 
second Russia’s efforts in Bulgaria, which 
have the same object, especially § at 
this critical moment, when everything 
is down and When the country is under the 
regime of coups d’etat and the revolutionary 
adventurers who have for many years demor- 
alizedit. To give carte blanche toa band of agi- 
tators with a force at their disposal which they 
abuse; to allow them to commit 

ACTS OF VIOLENCE, 

under the guise of legal judgment upon 
persons who do not happen to belong to their 
party; to allow these men to convoke the 
electors suffering under this regime of military 
force, terror and cudgel, to enable 
the assembly to meet and sano- 
tion their misdeeds; this eannot 
be precisely the means to realize the English 
Cabinet’s dreams of conciliatory pacific aims. 
Russia’s sole object is to preserve Bulgaria 
from these deplorable contingencies and 
allow the excited passions of the 
country time to subside, anc 

ive the people a chance to choose 
reely and with mature judgment delegates 
who will make known the country’s true 
wishes. Since this work of pacification cor- 
responds with all interests except these of the 
dictators, who have seized and wish to retain 

ower, we consider Lord Randolph Chureh- 

ll’s co-operation assured and we sincerely re- 
joice at it.’’ 

KAULBARS’ DEMANDS, 

The Novoe Vremya says: ‘‘As negotiations 
between Gen. Kaulbars and the body falsely 
called the Bulgarian Government could have 
no. formal character, it was only natural that 
that Government, not having accepted his 
advice, Gen. Kaulbars should leave Sofia and 
address himself directly to the Bulgaria 
people throughouttheir country. A national 
movement in Bulgaria in favor of 
the Russian programme has already 
begun among a class whose _  identi- 
cation with such a movement might 
have been the least expected—namely, the 
Bulgarian army. In proof of this we need 
only refer to the reported declaration of the 
garrison at Shumia in support of Gen. 
Kaulbar’s demands.’’ 

SENSIBLE ADVICE. 

The Svet, the Russian military organ, refer- 
Ting to the reports current in Hun- 
gary, concerning the _ alleged _ exist- 
ence of a secret anti-Russian alliance 
between Servia and Bulgaria, advises Russia 
to avoid harsh measures toward Bulgaria. 
‘‘It is better,’’ says the Svet, ‘‘to abandon 
Bulgaria to its fate than to drive 
it into the arms of Russia’s foes. The time will 
come when the Bulgarians will understand 
what the vital interests are whichtheir land 
requires, and then the Bulgarians will turn 
of their own accord to Russia.’’ 

KAULBARS’ NOTE. 

Sorta, October 6.—The note presented to tho 
Bulgarian Government by Gen. Kaulbars be- 
fore his departure from Sofia wasin effect as 
follows: ‘*The Imperial Government 
desires to release ail persons ar- 
rested in connection with the 
deposition of Prince Alexander. It also de- 
sires that the elections be postponed until No- 
vember. The consequences of a refusal to 
comply with Russia’s wishes will fall upon 
those actually governing Bulgaria.*’

From the Hotel Gazette. 

A physician, 87 years old, has furnished us 
some very interesting reminiscences from 
which we make some items of hotel customs 
and charges in the pastas contrasted with 
those of California and elsewhere to-day. 
From 1836 to 1849 the doctor boarded ata 
first-class hotel in Galiatin, Tenn., where the 
charge for board and lodging was $75 a year, 
payable atthe end of the year. Hehad a 
large, airy and clean room and good attend- 
ance, and he. yet recalls with pleasure 
the well-cooked, wholesome, and 
abundant food which loaded the table at that 
ancient Southern hostelry. A colored ser- 
vant was at the doctor’s bidding, his boots 
were blackened every day, and every possible 
attention given to his comfort, and, in addi- 
tion to all these material advantages, good 
old peach brandy was free to all guests. 

The cost of provisions in this primitive region 
in that early day may account forthe price of 
board.

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A BIG ATTENDANCE. 


STRANGERS AT THE FAIR 
TO-DAY. 


THOUSANDS OF 


The City Representation Smaller Than Usual 
—Good Order a Feature of the Day—Among 
the Displays—Awards in the Departments 
—Notes. : 


All previous Wednesdays considered, to-day 
will undoubtedly be known as Big Wednesday 
in the history of the Fair. Never on any day 
of the week, except Thursday, dur- 
ing the Fair season have there 
been so many people gathered together in the 
grounds as are there to-day. At least an 
hour earlier than usual this morning 
the down-town cars were packed with 
people on their way to the Fair. The chances 
of getting a seat after the car had proceeded 
three blocks from the terminus of the 
road were extremely’ slim. Women 
and children stood in the aisles 
and on the steps. Small boys hung on to the 
dashboard and would have ciimbedon the 
roof if they had been permitted. 
The street railroad companies, who 
were rather disappointed in yesterday’s 
business picked up spirits and started out 
every car in the stables. Helpers were put 
onevery small hill, and schedule time was 
quickened a little that trips might be in- 


creased. 

At 10:30 every car that arrived at the Grounds 
was loaded to its full capacity and there was 
& heavy stream of yehicles passing up 
and down Grand avenue. At that 
hour the Grounds were as well filled 
as they usually are at 4 in the 
afternoon of aFair Wednesday. The paths 
were filied, the lawns were well sprinkled 
with humanity, and the departments re- 
minded one of the Exposition on a popular 
night. It was evident from the in- 
terest that they took in the agri- 
cultural field that most of. the 
visitors were strangers. They crowded 
around the harvesters and road engines and 
other institutions that make glad the heart of 
the farmer and listened intently to the wily 
agents’ plausible stories. They were a 
well-dressed crowd, however, and a well- 
behaved crowd; by far the finest looking 
crowd that ever visited the Fair Grounds. 
There were few children among them 
compared with the proportion usual 
in large crowds. A few babies in 
arms and some littie onesintent on gathering 
as many picture cards as little hands and 
toddling legs could acquire ina limited space 
of time comprised the youthful contingent. 
What there were of them were quiet and 
orderly, however—astonishingly so. 

The crowd seemed to find more pleasure in 
examining the department exhibits than in 
watching the show inthe arena. Tbe Amphi- 
theatre was but scantly fllied in the morning. 
Many of the visitors found their way into 
the race track and the grand stand, and 
watched the trotters taking their morning ex- 
ercise. But nearly all of the large crowd 
were to be found scattered over the 
grounds or in the departments. The 
Mechanical Hall had many attractions for 
them, the handsome floral exhibit on which 
the premiums were awarded to-day seeming 
to be particularly popular. The poultry-house 
was jammed all day. 

Sudge Barker began his work at 6 o'clock 
this morning that he might have it completed 
in time for the opening, so the visitors 
were not subjected to the incon- 
venience of being shut outof first one aisle 
and then another. They seqmed to appre- 
ciate their privileges for they formed a con- 
tinuous stream, passing up one side and down 
the other. 


One of the surprising but pleasant features 
ofthis year’s Fair is the reasonable charge for 
edibles made by the booth-keepers. The 
action of the Fair Association in establishing 
the House of Public Comfort with its 
50-cent dinner has had its effect on the booth- 
keepers. Dinner can now be had at any one 
of the twenty booths for 25 cents, and lunches 
of various kinds are down to starvation 
prices. 

The crowd was augmented through the 
morning and early afternoon by fresh arrivals 
until the grounds were completely filled. 
Judging from to day’s attendance it is ex- 
pected that the crowd to-morrow will bethe 
largest ever seen on the grounds on a big 
Thursday.

VASTINE WILL STICK. - 


HE WILL ACCEPT THE NOMINATION FOR 
CRIMINAL JUDGE. 


Vastine’s Letter to the Republican Central 
Committee—Probable Action of the Other 
Candidates This Afternoon-The Labor 
Convention at Apollo Theater—Billy Wa- 
ters for{Erb’s Place; on the Republican 
Ticket—Gossip. 


Atacaucus of Republican candidates at J. 
D. Johnson’s office last Monday, first men- 
tioned in the Post-DISPATCH, the 
subject of Vastine’s withdrawal from 
the Republican ticket as candidate 
for Judge of the Criminal Court was consid- 
ered and after a brief discussion, a number 
of those present expressed them- 
selves in unmistakable terms as 
belfeving that unless Vastine could satisfac- 
torily explain the published charges against 
himself it would be right and proper, under 
the circumstances, for him to de- 
cline the nomination of the 
Republican Convention, and leave the place 
of Criminal Judge on the ticket to be filled by 
the City Central Committee. Some of the 
candidates went so far as to say 


thatif Vastine didn’t getoff the ticket nee | 
would, and Mr. Vastine wien interview 
upon the subject was in doubt as to what 
course to pursue, saying that he would return 
an answerto the Central Committee at the 
next meeting of that body to-night. 

Inquiry this morning among the candidates 
who oppose Vastine’s presence on the ticket, 
elicited the information that there had been 
no alteration in their opinions on the subject, 
and that further action on their part was de- 
pendent upon Vastine’s answer to the com- 
mittee. 

Upon the strength of information obtained 
from a perfectly reliable source the Post-DIs- 
PATCH is enabled to announce in advance that 
Mr. Vastine will decline to permit Messrs. Jobn- 
son, Mott, Murphy etal. to dictate to him the 
course which he is to adopt politically, and 
that his communication to the Central Com- 
mittee will be in the nature of an acceptance 
of the nomination for Criminal Judge 
tendered him by _ the Republicans of 
St. Louis in convention assembled. Vastine’s 
friends have counseled this action 
on hi part, arguing that his 
withdrawa under the circumstances 
would be tantamount té a confession on bis 
part, which of course was not to be thought 
of. The Vastine crowd construe the threats 
of withdrawal made by other candidates as 
‘*bluff’’ pure and simple and do not fear them 
in the least. 

A meeting of Republican candidates will be 
held at 5 o’clock this afternoon. 


The Labor Convention, 


Last month a call was issued fora city labor 
convention to be held to-morrow morning at 
10 0o’clock at Apollo Theater. Since issuing 


the call the Progressive Labor Committee, 
composed of representatives from Knights of 
Labor Assemblies and Labor Unions has held 
meetings weekly to prepure for the convention 
and perfect the necessary arrangements. All 
of their proceedings have been in executive 
session, and everything connected with the 
selection of delegates, the probable ac- 
tions of the convention and oth- 
er matters of importance, has 
been kept very quiet. When the convention 
is called to order lers will be known about its 
personnel and ay than any political as- 
semDlage which has been held here in years. 

The basis of representation in the conven- 
tion will be three delegates to a membership 
of 100 in each Knights of Labor Assembly 
and labor union in the city. No estimate 
has been made of the total number of dele- 
gates, for the reason that it is difficult to as- 
er Apa the membership of the labor assem- 

lies. 

The plan of the originators ofthe movement 
was to nominate afulicity and Congressional 
ticket, irrespective of: the nominations of 
either of the older political parties and 
regardiess of injury to any particular 
candidates. The Greenback party then made 
anetfort to crawl underthe sheltering um- 
brella of the new labor party, 
demanding representation on their 
ticket in exchange for afew paltry Greenback 
votes. From the best information obtainable, 
this proposition was rejected, and no Green- 
backer will grace the ticketof the new party. 

It is reported that the delegates selected are 
not by any means unanimous on the subject of 
nominating a fullticket, and a lively time is 
looked for when the subject comes up for con- 
sideration in the convention. An 
effort will be made to have 
the convention indorse John M. Glover 
and J. J. O’Neilifor Congress, also some of 
the Democratic city ticket; but all speculation 
as to the outcome is useless at present. 


Waters for Clerk. 


The Republican City Central Committee will 
meet to-night atjtheir headquarters, 208 North 
Eighth street. A great deal of routine 
campaign work will be transacted, and 


letters of acceptance from nominees of the 
Republican Convention will be opened and 
read. Mr. Vastine’s letter, referred to above, 
Will be received with interest.

THE PROPOSITION OF THE KNIGHTS OF La. 
BOR LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 


A Body to Be Organized on the Plan of the

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SYKES’ SCHEME, 


Criminal Proceedings Instituted Against 
the Bankrupt Chicago Seed Merchant, 


CuicaGo, October 6.—The fact is made pub- 
lic this morning that James W. Sykes, the 
Michigan avenue seed merchant, whomade an 
assignment iast Saturday, was arrested late 
Monday night by a deputy sheriff on two 
capiases issued from the Superior Court, but 
suppressed. Mr. Sykes succeeded in securing 
sureties, and was released on bail amounting 


to $47,500. The papers in the case were still 
suppressed yesterday, as it was reported 
that one of the attorneys thought 
the matter would be. settled out of 
court. The arrest was madeon complaint of 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust Company and 
the Hide and Leather Bank, The first of 
these banks held Mr. Sykes’ paper for $20,000 
and the second for a smaller sum. 

Mr. Sykes refuses to say anything on the 
subject and the lawyers are equally taciturn, 
but Mr. John W. Deane, Preaident of the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust Company, the 
largest creditor of the firm of J. W. Svkes 
& Co., said: ‘‘The capias was issued 
because we were convinced that the 
banks had been swindled, Both the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust and the Hide and 
Leather banks arein exactly the same situa- 
tion. We submitted the facts to our attorney, 
Judge Smith, and he told us there were ample 
grounds fora criminal proceeding and wetook 
steps accordingly. It was, we thirk, a plain 
swindle. The firm borrowed money 
to the extent of $37,000 " from 
the banks, putting up as security 


came to look for the seed there was no seed in 
the store belonging tothe firm. Ithas beena 
customer of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
Company for about two months, and bore the 
best possibie business reputation. Mr. Sykes 
has, we think, been guilty of a crime and we 
are going to try to send himto the peniten- 
tiary to suffer for it.

Bendigo, a Good One, 


It is the custom to make light ofthe preten- 
sions of a horse after his fifth year, but the 
case of Bendigo is a peculiar one, saysan Eng- 
lish turfman. Old horses have ceased to bear 


the palm with 8-year-olds because they are 
usually hammered to death at 2 and 8 years 
old. endigo is the most notable exception in 
the annals of modern British racing. He is 
‘‘Irish-born,’’ and did not start at 2 years old. 
Then he fell into the hands of a very conserva- 
tive owner in Mr. Barolay. Heis one of the 
few who appreciate a great race-horse. He 
never runs the horse above two or three races 
during the season. Aithougha6-year-old, Ben- 
digo is as fresh in speed and stamina as a 8 

year-old; more so than most 8-year-olds at 
this season. The ease with which he played 
with his ftleld in the Eclipse stakes at Sandown, 
in July, a fleld composed of such good ones as 
St. Gatien, Miss Jummy, etc.,beating them to 
& standstill, demonstrated this. Ormonde 
may be a great colt, as is claimed, but he will 
need to be ‘‘the horse of the century,’’ as his 
admirers cluim, to defeat Bendigo at the 
weights. Should he succeed in doing 80, the 
Duke of Westminster can retire him to the 
stud, where Touchstone, Doncaster and Bend 
Ur baveall reigned in their Ser. with the sat- 
isfaction of having the most highly tried horse 
in the world. 


The Haif-Mile Championship.

NEw YorK, October 6.—The Times this 
morning says, editorially; ‘‘If Chicago were 
not the greatest American market for cattle 
and beef and hog products, the remarkable 
stupidity which the Illinois Live Stock Com- 
missioners have shown in the treatment of 
contagious disease in the distillery stables 
might hot cause surprise or excite indignation 
beyond the boundaries -of the city, 
The inhabitants of Chicago, to whom 
the carcasses of the  slop-fed cows 
are to be sold, and to whom 


milk from infected and diseased cows has been 
sold for the last two weeks, might somewhat 
loudly complain; but people elsewhere would 
te moved only by sympathy. The treatment 
of diseased cattle in Chicago is ,however,some- 
thing in which the whole country takes a deep 
interest because hundreds of thousands of 
people living far from Illinois receive their 
supplies of beef from that city. Notonly does 
the matter closely concern all consumers of 
Ohicago beef, but it also is of great 
importance from a commercial point of view, 
for anything that has a rye 9 effect upon 
the beef trade is a blow to one of the country’s 
greatest industries. The live stock commis- 
sioners of Illinois and the dealers in beef in 
Chicago should know that for these reasons 
the daily reports which show a wretched fall- 
ure to work for the suppression of the disease 
are read with indignation outside of their oity. 
It may be that a caretul inspection of infected 
cows siaughtered by their owners will pre- 
vent the marketing of bad meat. but 
does the course taken by the commis- 
sioners and the health officer indicate 
that the inspection will be thorough? Thereis 
another aspect of this matter which deserves 
the attention of the stock yard men, the butch- 
ersandthepackers. Can they affordto have 
any of this slop-fed and infected beef sold in 
the public market of Chicago? Plainly, they 
can not. They could better afford to buy and 
destroy fifty such herds. But if they realiy 
cared for the reputation of this trade or could 
see that it would be injured by such sales,they 
would have taken measures fortheir protcc- 
tion long ago.’’ 


The Situation in Chicago. 
CHIcaGo, October 6.—The fact that over 250 
head of cattle which have been stabled atthe 
Empire Distillery were spirited away Monday 
created considerable excitement among Chi- 


cago stockmen yesterday, and there was a 
men deal of speculation as to the probabie 

isposition madeof them. The cattle were 
not under quarantine, and it ie claimed that 
the Live Stock Board had granted the owner 
permission to siaughter them and 

lace them on the market at his own risk. 
Mr. Rice, the owner of the animals, 
positively refused to be interviewed on the 
subjectand the members of the board were 
likewise unwilling to throw any light upon the 
question. Itis reported that certain commis- 
sion merchants at the stock yards took the 
cattle, but whether this is the case or whether 
they have been driven away to pasture is not

The diseased animal was 
traced toastableon Lake street and an effort 
will be made to quarantine the drove. 

Considerable anxiety is manifested in other 
States over the action of the veterinary board 
here. A party of officers consisting of Gen. 
N. Kelly, Jono W. Hamilton, J. G. White and 
A. A. Holcomb, the State Veteriaarian, ar- 
rived here from Kansas last nicht to investi- 
gate the sicustion here. They held a eonsulta- 
tion with the board last night and will make a 
tour of inspection to-day in order to deter- 
mine what action their State should 
take in regard to qaarantine. 
It is aso asserted that similar 
delegations haye arrived from Nebraska and 
New York. The Assistant Veterinarians re- 
turned last nightfrom Blackberry. They in- 
spected 217 head of cattle, but found no signs 
of pleuro-pneumonia. About seventy-five 
cattle-owners, distilicry men and commission 
men from the stock yards helda meeting last 
night to discuss the situation. It was decided 
to have a committee appointed to secure 
lawyers to look alter the interests of the own- 
ers of the cattie in quarantine.

GOOD GOVERNMENT, 


Gov. Hill Believes It Will Be the Issue in 
the Presidential Campaign. 


New York, October 6.—The WORLD this 
morning prints a long Interview with Gov, 
Hiil. During the interview Gov. Hill discussed 
generally the National Administration without 
entering into personalities. He felt that no 
one man was necessary to the success of any 
party. The party wasthe best guarantee for 
the carrying out of its principles. The great 


masses of the party after the election did 
not desire office; all they had sought to 
secure was a change of adininistration in the 
interests of good government, The Governor 
was asked what he thought would be the prin- 
cipal lssue in the coming presidential cam- 
paign. Ile replied; ‘‘Ithink that the question 
of good government will be the issue. It will 
be simply the question of whether the Demo- 
cratic party, having redeemed its pledges for 
good government, shall be maintuined in 


ower.

‘‘No,I donot. The tariff question is a com- 

licated one. I am more in sympathy with

If Gov. Hillhas anything to say upon the 
subject it will be doubtless expressed in 1888, 
and not atthe present time. The Governor 
possibly may make one or two speectes this 
year inthe campaign. He has been invited to 
go to Pennsylvania to aid in Gov. Black’s 
canvass, and make a speech at Philadeipbia a 
few days preceding the election.

efore waiting to learn anything concerning 
the duty of the Knight to the order, have 

lunged into rash and ill-considered strikes. 

he troubles coming trom this direction’ be- 
gan whilethe last General Assembly was in 
session. The car drivers of St. Louis were 
organized under promise from the organizer 
thatthey would receive aid, unstinted, in case 
of astrike. Even beforethe receipt of their 
charter they wereon strike. Their proceed- 
ings were characterized by such utter disre- 
gard for our laws and teachings, that the paid 
and known agents of their employers, the de- 
tectives, had no difficulty in securing the pas- 
sage of motions of a violent character. lt is an 
established fact that men who were employed 
by detective agencies stood up on the floor of 
that Assembly, made inflammatory speeches 
urging the men to deeds of vivlence, and 
urged that the property of the street-car com- 
panies be destroyed. It was oniy the good 
gense of the men that prevented such outrages 
from being perpetrated, although these agents 
of a nefarious spy system induced some des- 
perate me. to blow up the cars upon the 
streets. For these outrages the order was in 
mo way responsibie. The st. Louis car troubles 
were but the beginning otf the tidul wave of 
strikes and boycotts which swept over the 
country, and which strained the strength and 
Fesources of your general officers almost be- 
yond their powers of endurance. 


THE SOUTHWEST STRIKE 
begap when the time and attention of the gen- 
eral officers were taken up with other matters 
of vital importance. No notice of the con- 
templated action was given to us, and we 
knew nothing whatever concerning it or the 
causes leading to it until it bad been in pro- 
gress several days. 

It has been asserted that I condemned the 
men while they were on stiike. No such state- 
ment ever escaned my iips. The only state- 
ment of mine that could be made to appear in 
the light of a condemnation was that contained 
in my secret circular of the 138th of March,a 
copy of which is herewith submitted. It did 
not approve ofthat strike. I could not do so, 
since confidence enough was not reposed in 
the General Executive Board to give them 
a chance to examine into the grievances 
which the members of D. A. 101 complained 
of, It was only when the threat was made 
to stop every wheelin the United States and 
engage the whole order in the difficulty that I 
raised my voiceindenial. I did that in de- 
fense of the order and the country. Iam 

ulte willing to assume ali the responsi- 

lities attached to the act, and would do the 
same thing again under similar circum- 
stances. 

That the men of the Southwest suffered 
wrongs is true; they were many and grievous; 
and it is my firm belief that the railway 
companies, with a full knowledge of what 
these grievances were, precipitated the fight 
themselves at atime when it would appear 
to the world that the strike was foran insig- 
mificant cause. I can do no better than 
to submit the reports of Brothers 
Litchman and McGuire. These § two 
inem bers were by me, personally 
dGetalied to go with the Congressional Com- 
mittee, and with that committee examine into 
the strike and its causes, so thatan early re 

rt might be made t. the order by its own 

presentatives. I{the position which I took 
during that strike was wrong, then the entire 
order sustained me i): it, for when 1 issued the 
appeal for aid to supportthose whom the com- 
panies refused to treat with, I was most gen- 
erously sustained, as a reference to the report 
of the Genera! Secretary-Treasurer will show. 
The documents and correspondence relating 
to that strike are at your disposal. 


THD ERIGHT-HOUR STRIKE, 

which took place May 1, was not successful 
except in cases where employers and em- 
ployes were er in bharmony, or where em- 
ployers were wiliing to adopt the plan. In 
many cases the old system of working long 
hourshas been revived. The Federation of 
Trades recommended the Ist of May, but 
adopted or suggested no definite lee by 
which the short-hour system could be inang- 
urated. I cautioned our members against 
rushing into this movement. I had the right 
to do it, and am firm inthe belief that, had I 
mot done so, great loss would have been en- 
sey upon vust nuinbers of our assemblies. 
hatIsaid in my secret circular of March 13 
has been severely criticised, and I have been 
accused of opposing the eight-hour move- 
ment. No statement ever wus further 
from the truth. Il opposed the strike 
on May 1 because I knew that 
_meither workmen nor employers’ were 
ready for it, because the education which 
m always precede intelligent action had 
not been given to those most in need of it, be- 
pause no definite, business-like plan for the 
inauguration of the eight-hour movement had 
been mapped out. In fact, no preparations 
been made to put the pian, if it can be 
eda plan, into execution.

FIRST FLOAT. 

The introductory fioat was entitled ‘‘Amer- 
ica,’’ and in its gorgeous beauty prepared the 
beholders for the wonders to come. On the 
top of a bank of clouds so richly hued as to 
look like the cradle of rainbows, sat the God- 
dess of Progress, her triumphal car being 
bathed in the tinted fleece that made up at 
once her canopy and her resting place. A 
group of red men in the foreground repre- 
sented the infancy of the country and in their 
nude dress and primitive surroundings con- 
trasted forcibly with the symbols of civiliza- 
tion just a few feetabove their heads. Tho 
Indian chief was arrayed in a gown of sea 
foam satin, profusely trimmed in gold, fash- 
ioned in the designs peculiar to the gur- 
ments of. the sun-worshipers; over this 
was worn along cioak of crimson satin, also 
elaborately trimmed and edged with gold.

SECOND FLOAT. ' 

Then an old Norsemen’s galley came float- 
ing along, the rude oars ofthe eleventh cen- 
tury peeping through the sides of the strange 
ship, with a prow showing the head of a hid- 
eous fmonster. Clumsy and awkward 
in construction, the old time vessel was 
manned by big heavy~-set Norse- 
men asawkward as the ship itself and 
made to look still more ponderous and un- 
wieldy by the heavy armor that covered their 
brawny forms.

Columbus was attired in a blue silk velvet 
Spanish jacket, puffed with cardinal satin, 
the puffing lined and edged with white satin, 
trunks of cardinal satin, knee-breeches of 
biue silk velvet, long blue silk stockings. 
The velvet of the suit was richly embroidered 
with gold. The head-gear a <4 eae som- 
brero ornamented with a white ostrich 
plume held in piace by a gold buckle set with 
rubies and diamonds. Over his shoulders was 
wornarich, blue silk velvet cloak, elabo- 
rately embossed with silver, faced with car- 
dinal satin and lined with ribbed lemon- 
colored satin. 

His companions wore maroon silk velvet 
Spanish blouse, with sleeves puffed with blue 
satin, maroon silk velvet trunks, both gar- 
ments richly embroidered in silver and gold, 
blue silk stockings, and breastplate and hel- 
met of bright metal. 

THE FOURTH FLOAT 

carried the mind back to that great scene in 
Ferdinand and Isabella’s court when Colum- 
bus returned to tell of the wonders he had dis- 
covered. Ona throne whose magnificence told 
of Spain’s leading rank among the nations sat 
King Ferdinand attired in along tunic of gold 
brocade, covered with gold bullion embroid-

TWELFTH FLOAT.

Old Plymout 
rock loomed up, the dominant feature 
of the scene; ainst this bleak back- 
ground beingthe dark forms ofthe Pilgrims 
dressed in plain black.

THIRTEENTH FLOAT. 

Back of the sternly-dressed Puritans, on 
the thirteenth float came the military figures 
of the old Continentals crossing the Delaware 
under the lead of Washington, whose grand 
figure loomed = 4 in the regulation military 
costume. Sonicely powdered were the officers’ 
wigs andso sprucely did their cocked hats 
rest upon the white hair that there wasa 
strong impression among the un- 
learned that the gentlemen had been 
out at a bail, when thev 
were ordered to report for duty and proceed 
to Trenton against the ‘‘blarsted Britishers.’’ 
The scene which showed a boat among the 
cakes of the ice was made the more natural 
by the way the oarsmen had of blowing on 
thelr fingers to keep them warm. 

FOURTEENTH FLOAT. 

There was no chronological break in the se- 
quence of the next float, on which the heroes 
ot ’76 were standing, Washington being on 
the loftiest step of the terrace, while over him 
Peace bent and smiled. Washington and the 
rest of the family of heroes, includ- 
ing Hancock, Lafayette, Jefferson, Adams 
and Steuben, were dressed in black coat, vest, 
knee- pants and silk stockings. The bicyclists 
had their innings on this float and went into 
ecstacies of satisfaction over the fact that 
‘four glorious ancestors’’ wore ‘‘shorts.’’ 
There were no ladies in this scene, but old 
Liberty bell was there in miniature 
and so was Independence Hall. Peace was 
dressed in mythological garb with a Grecian 
tunic of blue satin with sleeves trimmed with 
silver and gold. In her hand shé carried 
the palm of peace. 

FIFTEENTH FLOAT. 

The old hunters and frontiersmen were 

leased with the fifteenth float, for there stood
